parently due to the rush of the 
‘small ranchers to get out of the 
cattle business before another 
wivter. Much of the stock puton 
the market is poor in quality, and 
acoordingly shrunk. Pressed 
hind .quarters are worth now 
about seven cents, as compared 
with ten cents. a couple of weeks 
ago, and this flooding ‘of the 
market with poor stuff promises 
still lower prices. It is clear that 
the very, high prises currant for 
all grades‘of grain are tempting 
farmers to take quick profits by 
selling feed, which necessitates 
eee getting rid of their stock. 

he indications are, however, 
that the price of young stock 
will be very high next summer, 
ne country being almost de- 
pleted by the reckless policy of 
the stock raisers. Enquiries 
here show no likelihood of a cor- 
responding cut to meat by. 
American Packers, as the prices 
locally .already sag far below 
Omaha or Chicago. ©

Policy In the Congo. 


King Edward and his Government, 
as well as the Royal Geographical 
Society and the Royal Society have 
just administered a very severe snub 
to King Leopold by declining to, take 
any part whatsoever in the Interna. 
tional Polar Congress, which the Bel- 
gian monarch has endeavored to or- 
ganize at Brussels, and for which he 
had addressed invitation to the vari- 
ous foreign Governments and geo- 
graphical societies. This being the 
case, the project will come to grief, 
the more sd as several other foreign 
Governments are certain to fullow the 
lead of King Edward in the matter. 

King Edward and his subjects are 
prompted in this affair not only b; 
their strong disapproval of the polic) 
of King Leopold, with regard to th: 
Congo problem, which is becomine 
more and more acute, but also be- 
cause they do not see why he should 
have any: voice in an international 
polar congress. . 

Belgium is not, strictly speaking, » 
maritime power, But if the congresr 
were held in his capital, and neces 
sarily under his presidency, it would 
be difficult to exclude him from par 
ticipating in the deliberations or from 
the advantages accruing to the na 
tions represented at the convention 

What these advantages are may bi 
gathered from the fact that the object 
of the congress is nominally for the 
organization of a system of interna. 
tional expeditions of discovery to thr 
Arctic ,and Antarctic regions, but in 
reality. to determine the ownership of 
Spitzbergen and other no man’s land: 
in the polar regions, participatinr 
them among the powers most chiefly 
concerned—such as Great Britain, th: 
United States, Norway, Denmark and 


Russia. : 

King Leopold with -his insatiate 
greed for land. would, if the polar con 
gress were held at Brussels, find som 
means, through intrigue, of establish 
ing a foothold in the Arctic and An 
tarctic, and after the experiences 9/ 
Great Britain and the other sienator 
ies of the Berlin treaty of 1884 with 
Leopold in regard to the ‘Congo ther: 
is none of them that would be will 
ing to entrust liim with the adminis 
tration of land, even in the frozer 
wilds of the Arctic and Antarctic 
circles.

GREAT-CHANNEL SWIM. 


Robbed of Victory Within Mile of the 
~ ~ French Coast. 


Jabez Wolffe recently made.a mak. 
nificent effort to swim the Englis 
Channel, and was only robbed of vic 
tory by the most untoward circum- 
stances. He had been 15-1-4 hours in 
the water, and was within three- 
quarters of a mile of the French coast 
it Cap Blane when the wind turned 
ind drove him away from the shore. 
Wolffe, who had-entered the water at 
South Foreland just before 11 a, m.. 
with his strong overarm stroke, swan 
a mile in the first half-hour, and 
when two miles out passed through 
shoals of mac«ercl. At 12.45 he waa 
ubreast of the South Sands Head 
lightship, and 15 minutes -in front of 
his last year’s record. He kept dog- 
gedly on, accompanied by swimmers 
from the steamer, including Miss 
Lily Smith, who kept up with him 
for three hours Wolffe steadily pur- 
sued his course, and by midnight he 
was within two miles of Calais Har- 
bor. Though a westerly breeze then 
sprang up and mode the sea choppy, 
he struggled on/in spite. ol feeling 
unwell, and at 1.30 was only three- 
quarters of a mile from ‘the shore. 
Then the wind suddenly changed to 
the south. and he commenced to lose 
ground. He left the water at2.7. Wolffe 
made a record swim, crossing the 
“hannel to the pvint where he finish- 
-d in the record time of 151-4 hours. 
- Heaton Gives Up. 
Heaton. the Liverpool swimmer, 
'so made a good attempt, but was ! 
bliged to leave the water when four 
nd a half miles off Cape Grisnez. 
toon after four o’clock hestruck some 
‘ary cold patch:s of water, and it 
‘as necessary to give him hot refresh- 
yent in order to counteract the effect | 
f these. However, he Va through ! 
his well, and continued his swim 
nerrily. Owing to the thick haze it 
vas impossible te pick up‘ the coasts 
‘nywhere in the Channel, and for the 
reater part of the time those on 
veard the tug were unable to ascer- 
ain exactly where the swimmer was. 
Tenton atrugeled away pluckily, and 
is stroke kept vp to 24 to the minute 
ight to the end but the monotony 
vf the swim. with no goal in cight, 
‘ppeared to have a very depressing 
ffect upon him, nnd at three minutes 
o seven he decided to abandon tho 
ttempt.. He was in splendid con- 
ition physically, and stated that he 
will prob»bly make another attempt 
ym the next suitnble tide. During the 
swim Heaton was very interested to 
near news of his friendly rival, and. 
‘omarked, ‘“There’s room for both in 
the Channel. Let the best man win.”
